The Symposium has been planned to assemble design, construction and per- 
formance data on most of the world’s higher rockfill dams. The presentation 
of settlement data has been emphasized and detailed data on many high dams 
has been made available for the first time in the papers and discussions. 

For purposes of the Symposium, a rockfill dam was defined to be one that 
relies on rock, either dumped or compacted in layers, as a major structural 
element. Included are rockfill dams of the types with (1) impervious face 
membranes, (2) sloping earth cores, (3) thin central cores, and (4) thick 
central cores. Some of the notable dams covered in the Symposium and listed 
by the above types are: (1) Dix River, Salt Springs, Montgomery, Cogswell, 
San Gabriel, Lower Bear River, Paradela, Wishon, Courtright, Pinzanes, 
Nozori, and Ishibuchi; (2) Nantahala, Kenney, Brownlee, Bersimis, Dalles 
Closure, Trangslet, Miboro, Hirfanli, Queens Creek, Cedar Cliss, Bear Creek 
and Furnas; (3) Makio, Derbendi Khan, Kajakai, Mud Mountain, Goschener, 
Messaure and Cougar; and (4) Nottely, Watauga, South Holston and Cherry. 

Rockfill dams are being increasingly adopted throughout the world and are 
being constructed to ever-increasing heights. This Symposium will certainly 
contribute toward improved, more economic and higher rockfill dams of all 


types.
